Every means i s now being 
tried to make the best possible 
use of the moisture received. 
Many of the ideas being evol¬ 
ved are still in the trial stage 
and consequently it is not jk>ss 
ible to say that they o?.n he 
used to advantage under all 
eonditions. Farmers however, 
are always interested in new 
Ideas and therefore a brief out 
line of these recent develop¬ 
ments will be given. 

In the United States contour 
farming is being experimented 


vm’Ui on a large scale. Contour 
jaiming has two aims, namelv 
to retain wate r on the land 
through the prevention of run 
oh and to provent severe eros¬ 
ion oi the soil. 

Contour stripping as the 
i; m implies, consists of farm 
ittff rolling land in strips at 
light angles to the direction of 
slope. By this method of farm¬ 
ing, run-off water is trapped 
in the trenches left by field 
iinplmcnts and soaks into the

ground instead of running off 
ilX? f ,e M through natural wat 
courses with consequent soil 
e rosion. Where the slope is 
steep, contour dykes or terr¬ 
aces arc sometimes necessary 
to hold the extra rush of water 
and assist in spreading it more 
uniformly over the field. 

Jt will be realized that there 
will be a saving in power by 
cultivating strips on contour 
since field implements work on 
the level rather than up and 
down hill. 

Extensive trials are being 
made with contour furrows on 
pasture land in an attempt ti 
increase its carrying capacity. 

In the parts of the United 
States where contour farming 
is being seriously considered, i' 
should l>e remembered that rain 
fall is generally receivd in 
cloudburst proportions. In south 
ern Alberta, this type of preci 4 ; 
itation is not common. There 
fare however, many districts 
which receive the occasional 
heavy rain and where fields arc 
on a slope. Gullying of fields in 
these areas is not uncommon. 

During the past few years, 
the Dominion Experimental 
Station at Lethbridge has car 
ried on work of this type on 
various private farms and Dist¬ 
rict Experiment Sub-stations in 
an attempt to ascertain the 
value of contou r farming in 
Southern Alberta. So far the 
results have been encouraging
